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WHY NOT A ROMAN CATHOLIC PRESIDENT? 


IV.—Effect on the Entire Federal Government Machine of His Election— 
Efforts of Catholics to Appear at Odds With Their Popes—Mentality 
Produced by Catholic Education 


In preceding pages we have con- 
sidered certain words and phrases of 
much importance in discussing this 
question. Last month we wrote of 
the duty of a Catholic President to God, 
impersonated by the Pope, and some 
of the forms of that duty set forth by 
certain Popes, including that of hold- 
ing no opinion contrary to that of the 
Vatican. Our subscribers have been 
so frequently given documental ci- 
tations from Papal Encyclicals and 
other sources condemning every form 
of civil and religious liberty that 
there is no need to repeat them here. 
3ut we may do well to consider what 
might reasonably be expected to fol- 
low the election of a Roman Catholic 
President.

every Federal office-holder’s 
retention of his position depended 
upon their favor, regardless of his effi- 
ciency or record. The fact that these 
priests might have no intention—or 
possibly even desire—to make their 
power felt, would not alter the case. 
Human nature being what it is, no 
surprise need be felt at the allega- 
tions’ frequently made, not only in 
this country but in Britain also, that 
Roman Catholics exert themselves to 
get other members of their Church

But the very 
knowledge that the Administration, 
with all the patronage at its disposal 
and all the thousands of offices under 
its control throughout the country, 
was headed by a man who believes 
the Pope to “hold the place of God 
on earth,” as Pope Leo XIII put it, 
would be sufficient to bring every 
office holder under the control of the 
Vatican, in what might be termed a 
“negative” way.

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THE POPE’S GIFT TO PROTESTANTISM 


The Salient Passages of a Discourse at Christ’s Mission 


BY REV. ARISTIDE MALINVERNI 


On Sunday, Feb. 26, 1928, the Rev. 


Aristide Malinverni delivered a 
learned and masterly discourse upon 
the Encyclical “Mortalium Animos” 
of Pope Pius XI, Jan. 6, 1928. We re-

“I would state here four proposi- 
tions: (1) Of all Churches the Roman 
has the least cause to boast of unity: 
(2) The Roman Church broke away 
irom the unity of Christ’s flock when 
she began to teach many things con- 
trary to Scripture and the mind of 
Christ: (3) The Pope does not under- 
stand the real nature of the Church 
of Christ and what things make for 
Christian unity: (4) He and the Ro- 
man Church form the greatest barri- 
ers against unity, and are the most 
efficient agencies for religious and so- 
cial divisions.” 

In his elaboration of these points 
the speaker said that the Church had, 
in effect, made the Pope the life, the 


heart, the head of all. Christ said, 
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“I am the Vine, ye are the branches” ; 
the Pope says, in effect, “I am the 
vine, and there are no branches.” .. . 
“Has the Church ever, in all its his- 
tory, had the unity of the spirit in 
the bond of peace? Not at all. Pius 
IV warred on the princes of Italy 
solely to conquer dominions for his 
nephews and thus gained Imola and 
Forli: so did Alexander VI, taking 
three cities; Julius I] made war to 
recover cities in the Romagna, and 
also took Parma and Piacenza. 
No Church in the whole world has 
been so frequently divided by schism. 
Even before the Great Schism there 
were 39 between 251 
and 1328. In 1046 three rival Popes 
were set aside and Clement II ap- 
pointed. During the Great Schism— 
1378-1417—there were two (and 
sometimes three) rival lines of Popes 
supported by different nations on 
political rather than theological lines. 

“As to holiness it is the Roman 
Church that sunk lowest and 
longest and oftenest into profligacy 
and iniquity of all kinds, and that has 
had the greatest number of aban- 
doned criminals among its bishops.” 
This statement was supported by 
quotations from Baronius, a Catholic 
historian (Baronius Am. 912 VIII), 
Gilbert Genebrard, Archbishop of Aix 
(1537-57), St. Peter Damiani, Cardi- 
nal Archbishop of Ostia, and the 
great Catholic poet Petrarch (Son- 
nettie Canzo, Parte IV, 15.)

The writer recently received a letter from a subscriber who has passed 
his eightieth birthday, in which he said: “I have wonderful communion with 
God. I never felt His presence so strikingly near me as of late. I want my 
last days to be the best of my life. I want to be instrumental in winning 
souls for Christ. I have been serving God for fifty-three years, and if I had 
my life over again | would still live them for Him. I realize my days are 
numbered, but | am ready to go when God calls. Perhaps this will be the 
last letter I shall ever write, to you or anyone else. I am ready to pass over, 
and join the loved ones gone before. I believe I can say, with St. Paul, ‘1 
have fought a good fight and I have (about) finished.my course.’ God has 
been good to me. He has provided me with all I need. I can say, with 
David, ‘I never saw the righteous forsaken nor his seed begging bread.’ ’ 

It can be added that this old Christian has had what the average man 
would consider a rather “hard” life. Years of long hours of work at his trade, 
years of comparative poverty—almost at times to the point of privation—for 
the sake of the Gospel and the salvation of souls, has he known. Losses, dis- 
appointments and bereavements have been his; but through it all he has never 
lost a sense of the presence of Christ in his life “to provide him with all he 
needed.” 

And now the end of life approaches. What of the future? He faces it 
without fear. Last Fall a Cardinal of about the same age petitioned the Pope 
to allow him to resign his Red Hat and his Cardinal robes, so that he might 
retire to a monastery “to prepare himself for death.” And on his death-bed, 
after having received the last rites of the Church, the unhappy Pope Benedict 
XV said to Cardinal Sili as he was passing out of the room with other Cardi- 
nals, “I pray you to commend me to Our Lady of Pompeii!” The last rites 
of the Church had not brought him any sense of reconciliation with God. 


Why the difference between the experiences of high, powerful prelates 
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of “the only true Church”—one of them “the Vicar of Christ’” Himself—and 





the humble, aged printer in Rochester, N. Y.? 

The chief reason lies here: that the Salvationist has a personal acquaint- 
ance with God, and he has “wonderful communion” with Him. The Roman 
Church never taught either that dead Pope or the living Cardinal that any 
such experience was even possible, though the texts quoted above are in the 
Catholic Bible, together with many more like unto them. 

In “The Commonweal,” Feb. 8, 1928, was a poem by E. B. Peterson, 
entitled “I Am Dethe.” The last three verses read:

And six pages further on was a review of Gamaliel Bradford’s biography 
of D. L. Moody, in which the writer says: “D. L. Moody told his son about 
the thoughts which flooded his soul, when, on his return voyage from England 
in 1892, he faced what seemed to be imminent death. The propeller shaft 
had been broken, and the ship was slowly sinking. ‘There was no cloud,’ 
he stated, “between my soul and my Saviour. I knew that my sins had been 
put away, and that if I died there it would be to wake up in Heaven. That 
was all settled long ago.” 

And when the moment of death, years later, did draw near, the great 
Evangelist said: “Earth is receding, Heaven is drawing near. God is calling 
me!” 

It is a wonderful thing to be on speaking terms with the Almighty, but 
the average Roman Catholic deems even such an idea as presumptuous, if 
not blasphemous. A well-educated Catholic, apparently about forty years 
old, told the writer that he simply could not even conceive of such a thing 
as Christ standing before him, ready to hear and answer any petition he might 
make. But neither ignorance nor doubt affects the glorious fact that any 
reader of this Message can address the Saviour Himself direct. Jesus says 
today, “Come unto Me,” and all who obey that invitation in the manner in 
wlich it is given wil! certainly find rest to their souls. 

Fifty-three years is a fairly long term in which to prove the value of any 
religious teaching or experience. And our friend says that if he had to live 
his life over again he would still live it for God. The sorrows through which 
he has passed, and all the trials and disappointments he has experienced have 
never been severe enough to take away his realization of the truth of God’s 
assertion to the Apostle Paul: “My grace is sufficient for thee.” 
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This is a religion worth having. You can enjoy the same experience as 
the writer of the letter from Rochester. Go to Jesus direct, abandoning all 
that you know to be sinful in your life, and asking for forgiveness. He loves 
you personally, and is far more anxious to give you the “living water” of 
which He spoke to the Samaritan woman in the fourth chapter of the Gospel

one school system is better for America 
than two rival systems, and change our 
statutes accordingly.

enough to try the whole inner nature 
of a man to the very uttermost. That 
is why, of the many intelligent men 
within the Church of Rome who en- 
tertain serious doubts as to her claims, 
so few are equal to the task of rous- 
ing themselves to a thorough investi- 
gation of the whole subject, or of 
facing the weighty consequences that 
will result from a change in religious 
communion. That such doubts are 
felt by very many persons who still 
continue, and will continue, in the 
Roman Church, I am abundantly sat- 
isfied. 3ut no Catholic who looks 
beyond the surface of things can sat- 
isfy himself that the Roman doctrine 
is untenable without undergoing a 
shock, whose vibrations are felt in the 
profoundest depths of his being. Such 
a revolution in his thoughts is almost 
more than one’s moral and intellec- 
tual nature can endure. 

Where shall the worn-out spirit 
find a secure home? At fifty a man 
regards self-distrust as a duty to be 
cultivated, and he cannot be too pru- 
dent in embodying his convictions in

“The New York Sun,” Jan. 7, 1928, 
had a lengthy review of “The Cath- 
olic Spirit in America,” by George N. 
Shuster, a successful professor at 
Notre Dame University, the author 
of a handbook on Catholic literature 
in this country, and associate edi- 
tor of “The Commonweal,” a weekly 
of high-class literary merit, the ob- 
ject of which is to present Papalism 
in an attractive guise or disguise—for 
non-Catholic readers. The reviewer 
thinks the book “may well prove to 
be a landmark—even a turning-point 
in the history of Catholic thought in 
America” and in the relations be- 
tween the “American subjects of the 
Pope,” as Cardinal Falconio termed 
them, and the rest of the nation. Mr. 
Shuster admits that his alien Church 
is an “immigrant” one, and considers 
that it has lost because “the social 


status of the Catholic immigrant was 


often very low.” In the light of the 
extract from Father Chiniquy’s book 
about the colonization of the Catholic 
laity in the cities and the reasons 
therefor, these sentences of the re- 


viewer are interesting: 


“Seldom will a good American arise 
in wrath and condemn industry for 
the havoc wrought. Industry is busi- 
ness, and as such is reverenced by 
the Anglo-Saxon mind. But the 
working people—the foreigners, the 
Catholics!” Mr. Shuster insists (and 
italicizes the passage to make it 
more impressive) that handicaps, “ac- 
quired by reason of social conditions 
in the United States have caused 
nine-tenths of the feeling against that 
Church.” He does not spare his stric- 
tures upon the policy which brought 
about Catholic congestion in large 
cities. “It was deliberately pro- 
moted,” he tells us, “by a number of 
well-meaning but short-sighted lead- 
ers who supposed that only group 
solidarity could preserve the faith. ... 
If more immigrants of fifty years ago 
had gone to the land .. . the Church 
would not be identified to-day with 
the city as against agriculture, its nu- 
merical strength would perhaps be 
greater and more evenly distributed, 
and contact would have dispelled the 
gross illusions that exist about ‘the 
religion of the Popes.’ ’ 


To a retort that such a policy was 
necessary, the best counter report is 
to ask whether it works. Mr. Shuster 
believes the congestion of Catholics 
in large blocks is not strength, but a 
weakness. “Numerical strength,” he 
considers, “remains the weakest, the 
most unwholesome, the least spiritual 
of all forms of power.... It antago- 
nizes groups that are numerically 
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weak, just as it annoys those who 
possess individuality of mind.”

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AN OPEN LETTER TO REV. J. A. RYAN, D.D., WASHINGTON, D. C. 


Sir: The irreconcilable antagonism 
between the teachings of Popes Pius 
IX, Leo XIII and Pius X, and the 
Constitution of the United States is 
a matter of fact, and not of opinion; 
ind that the task of trying to show 
that this antagonism does not exist 
hould be suggested to you justifies 
the irritation that crops up in various 
places’ all through your “reply” to 
Mr. Fountain in the symposium on 
‘The Pope and the Presidency” in 
‘Current History” for March. 

But it seems odd that a gentleman 
f such learning and wide reading as 
yourself should create the impression 
that you really think that the manner 
in which Governor Smith tries “to 
walk humbly with his God” is a fac- 
tor in the wide opposition to his can- 
lidacy for President. And your ap- 
plication of the word “reply” to the 
Governor’s rejoinder to Mr. Mar- 
shall’s letter would suggest that you 
either did not read the lawyer’s let- 
ter, or that you had forgotten the 
nine questions it contained, not one 
£ which received a plain, straightfor- 
ward answer. 

Your assertion that you have never 
issumed that the anti-Modernist oath 


forbade you to believe in the separ- 


ition of Church 


and State in this 
‘ountry is interesting as suggesting 
the exercise of the right of private 
judgment on a matter concerning 
vhich the three modern Popes named

pronouncements 
‘ouched in such plain language that 
iny person of average education can 


understand what they say. When 


you referred to Archbishop Ireland’s 
utterance at Milwaukee in 1913, you 
presumably forgot that “The Morn- 
ing Star,” of New Orleans, Aug. 16, 
administered a vigorous rebuke to 
him, saying, in part: “It is sad to note 
that their Graces of Dubuque [Arch- 
bishop Keane] and St. Paul have so 
far forgotten the Encyclical “Longin- 
qua Oceani” as to seek that cheap 
glory, which is evidently the object of 
their addresses at the convention 
when advancing years ought to warn 
them that they are nearing that world 
where, thank God! there are no Stars 
and Stripes, and no lying Constitu- 
tion to receive the adulation which 
involves a dangerously close kinship 
to heresy.” 

Your references to the silence of 
high Church authorities with regard 
to priestly utterances apparently con- 
trary to Papal documents are not im- 
pressive to those who know anything 
about the Papacy and of the high 
value it places on expediency in pub- 
lic affairs. 

As to Cardinal Gibbons’ utterances 
in Rome in 1908 “The New York Her- 
ald,” July 27, referred to his efforts in 
favor of Cardinal Serafino Vannutelli, 
whose conception of the Church was 
an anti-political one, and who was a 
strong partisan of the position of the 
Church in the United States—com- 
plete independence of Church and 
State: and two days later appeared a 
statement the “Tribuna”: 
“Some Cardinals are absolutely scan- 
dalized by Cardinal Gibbons’ ultra- 
modern ideas and language.

Cardi- 
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nals Gennari, Caviochioli and Vives y 
Tuto are endeavoring to form a party 
to Cardinal Gibbons in the 
Conclave.” On Aug. 7 Cardinal Gib- 
bons was received in audience by the 
Pope, who “wanted him to stay, so 
that he could become thoroughly ac- 


oppt se 


quainted with all questions concern- 
ing the United States.” The “Her- 
ald” of the 9th said that the Cardinal 
had “almost entirely recovered from 
his indisposition,” and was going to 
Castle Gandolfo. He was present at 
the coronation of Pius X on the 9th. 
On the 16th he left Rome for Switzer- 
land, but the “Herald” records no 
second audience with the Pope, in 
spite of the Pontiff’s expressed desire 
for information about this country. 
And so far as the American public is 
concerned the views of Bishops Noll 
and Dunn are of little importance 
compared with those of the high 
Church authorities in Rome. 

A gentleman, who was brought up 
in your Church, but left it years ago, 
found much amusement in your state- 
ment that “the word ‘democracy’ and 
its cognates, when used as here in a 
political relation, bear only a political 
sense. They have nothing to do with 
theories of liberty, or religion, or na- 
tional churches, or education, or re- 
lations between Church and State, or 
any of the other subjects covered in 
these eight propositions [p. 775].” 
Just what the word “democracy” 
means to your mind is not clear, but 
Pope Leo XIII had a fairly correct 
idea of what it meant to the Fathers 
of this Republic, and he saw that the 
things for which it stood in their 
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minds tended to drive the Church into 
“an unrightful position.” 
demned most of them seriatim, in 
the Encyclical “Immortale Dei’ with 
which you are familiar. 
While you are entitled to your own 
opinion as to “interpretation,” infalli 
bility, and what Catholics believe, 
nine non-Catholic readers out of ten 
will believe that Pope Leo meant ex- 
actly what he said on pages 120-136 
of “Great Encyclical Letters of Pope 
Leo XIII.” Benziger Bros., New York. 
$2.50. Imprimatur of Archbishop

Your reference to the citations from 
“The Manual of Christian Doctrine,” 
also tends to levity on the part of the 
Philistines, because of the relative 
frivolity of your comments: Separa- 
tion of Church and State is opposed 
to the fundamentals of the Papacy 
and loses none of its inherent quali- 
ties in Protestant countries. If you 
and other priests had the power to 
abolish it we should soon see what we 
should see. You would probably, un- 
der certain circumstances, pose as a 
champion of liberty of the Press: but 
the Jesuit weekly “America” is send- 
ing out, free, reprints of an article 
published Feb. 11, setting forth in 
minute detail methods for destroying 
the livelihood of any editor who al- 
lows anything to appear in his paper 
that may offend any local priest. The 
spirit of this article itself is identical 
with that shown by Mary of Eng- 
land and Philip of Spain. As to how 
far Catholic teaching is “taken seri- 
ously,” is, of course, unknown, but 
the instructions of Pope Leo XIII 


So he con 


doubtless 
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to “all Catholics worthy of the name,” 
as quoted by Mr. Fountain still stand. 

Nor is it necessary for the major- 
ity of the nation to become Catholics 
to bring about a virtual union of 
Church and State. One Roman Cath- 
olic “worthy of the name” can do 
wonders, as President, within four 
years in pushing the nation up to the 
Pope’s ideals. In New York City 
alone Catholic sectarian institutions 
will receive something like four mil- 
lions of dollars in 1928 from the city 
treasury under the Tammany admin- 
istration. And four years would be 
ample time to introduce Tammany 
principles and practise into every de- 
partment of official life in every State. 

In view of the fact that in very plain 
language Pope XIII tells all 
Catholics “worthy of the name” that 
t is their duty “first and foremost to 
bring back all civil society to the pat- 
tern and form of Christianity which 
We have described’’- 


Leo 


after condemn- 
ng all forms of civil and religious 
liberty—it is rather hard to see why 
vou call a citation of this passage a 
‘calumny.” And as concerns Sepa- 
ration of Church and State Pope Leo 
brings the utterances of three other 
Popes to sustain his condemnation of 


the principle, in “Immortale Dei.” 

It will be rather hard for the aver- 
ige non-Catholic reader of your re- 
oinder to Mr. Fountain to see why 
that gentleman has any cause to be 
‘ashamed of” setting forth so clearly 
the political philosophy of the Vati- 
an, as expressed by three “modern” 
Popes. 


In view of the loud denunciations 
of “intolerance” by the priests and the 
press of your Church, we must sup- 
pose that, in your opinion, Mr. John 
Dickinson, Assistant Professor of 
Politics, Princeton University, ought 
also to be “ashamed of” putting be- 
fore the public your own views on re- 
ligious toleration, as expressed in 
“The State and the Church,” 
and Millar, New York, 1922, 
primatur of Archbishop Hayes.
